A number of questions 
were asked and cevcral phases of the 
no wGrain Act gone into, including 
the Car Order Book, that every car 
must te signed for; the 75-25 Grading 
system that will prevent so much 
mixing, the price making system 
adopted by the English miller who 
took samples of wheat, ground them 
up and made bread of them to deter 
mine the value of the various grades 
for flour-making. The Research com 
mittee of the Pool were now doing the 
very same thing. 

All of these, said Mr. Johansen, 
are the rusults of our U. F. A. Wc need 
to k?ep it up. We need to stand be¬ 
hind the Pool and support it whole 
hcartedly. We need more than ever 
before to make our U. F. A. a live 
organization. 

After moving a vote of thanks to 
the speaker, the meeting adjourned.

RABIES 
--— 

The rtf arc certain diseases which, ' 
although they are comparatively rare 
and aie responsible for bet few | 
deaths, attract attention because of ( 
the sufferings which they cause and 
our inability to cure them. For ex- 
ample, we think of rabies with horror, 
n^t because it is a common disease or 
because it causes many deaths, but 
for th3 reason that when it does 
jeeur. wo tind ourselves helpless. 

Thc reason why wc refer to this 
particular disease Is not in order to 
cauro a thril of horror, but\to remind 
our readers that rabies can be proven 
.ed. Ihe time between the occurrence 
jf the bite and th3 development of 
symptoms thc incubation period-var- 
;es a good deal; thc average in man 
s about forty days. If the disease Is 
o be prevented, it is necessary that 
he treatment which by the new 
jcmple method takes fourteen days, 
be completed, and that fifteen days be 
allowed for the full development of 
the protection which the treatment : 
gradually produces, In order to rerun* 
the necessary twenty-nine days be¬ 
fore the symtons develop, it h essen¬ 
tial that treatment be started at the 
.•arliest possible moment, 

Person 3 who are bitten by animals 
hould immediately consult their 
diysician in regard to treatment. The 
loeter will cauterize the wound with 
uming nitric acid and will advise as 
to the Pasteur preventive treatment 
after considering the circumstances. 

The animal responsible should not 
be killed, but should be captured and 
kept. If is has rabies, it will die in a 
few days. If after ten days, the animal 
shows no symptons, this is evidenco 
that it is not suffering from rabies. 
In llie meantime, treatment will have 
been started because, as stated, there 
is no time to be losk, and it ia con¬ 
tinued until tho physician iu certain 
tint it is not required, or if it i3 re¬ 
quired, until the treatment has been 
completed. 

Thc Pasteur preventive treatment 
or rabies vadciuation, h not a cure. 
It is of no value once the dkease has 
developed; it does prevent when given 
promptly. Its value depends then upon 
the time factor; given early means 
• success; given late mean failure.
